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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This Office action is in response to the after-final amendment filed 09/27/2010, 
wherein claims 3, 5, 6, 9 and 11-17 are pending. Claims 5 and 1 1 have been amended. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 09/27/201 0, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 5, 11 and 13-17 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) over Kido in view of Zhang 
as set forth in the Office action dated 06/25/2010, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of the claims has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3, 5, 6, 9 and 11-17 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
claims are allowable over the closest prior art of record Kido et al. (US 2005/0084712). 

Reasons for allowance of claims 3, 6, 9 and 12 were given in the Office action 
dated 06/25/2010. With respect to claims 5 and 1 1 , the device recited in these claims is 
such that it has a hole-generating layer deposited at the position where an electron- 
generating layer or an electron-injecting layer is normally found. That is, the claimed 
device has a hole-generating layer (made of a mixture of a metal oxide and the 
specified carbazole derivative) deposited close to an electrode that functions as a 
cathode. Said feature is not taught or made obvious by Kido et al. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
